SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


It gives me pleasure to present to the people of Winslow 
my annual report as Superintendent of Schools for the 
fiscal year ending February 10, 1957. 

In this report I cannot give a complete report of our 
educational program due to the lack of space. However, 
the School Committee and the Superintendent are always 
pleased to discuss school affairs with all interested citizens. 


Enrollments 


Our big problem is the increase in the town’s population 
which in turn causes our school enrollment to rise. The 
following chart shows January enrollments in both ele- 
mentary and high school over the past few years as taken 
from town reports:

With the completion of the new eight room building 
which is promised for September, we will be able to accept 
the sub-primary class this coming fall and we will move 
the 8th grade out of the high school building. The two 
basement rooms will still have to be used in the elemen- 
tary schools and with an expected high school enrollment 
of 350 we will still; be crowded there even with the 8th 
grade in another building.

Academic Progress 


With the completion of the new 8-room elementary build- 
ing in September we will be able to take care of all children 
for a full day. There will be two grades in school, the sub- 
primary and first, that have never been in school before. 
It is hoped that the music room may be returned next year 
so as to cut down on the use of the auditorium which is 
costly and also very poor for use as a classroom. We are 
still unable to offer shop to all who desire it in the high 
school. There are no facilities for 8th graders to take shop 
at all now. Due to the increase in the size of the commer- 
cial department it was necessary to move the typing classes 
into a larger classroom. If the increase continues, two 
rooms will be needed or restrictions placed on the number 
of students allowed to take the course as is now done in the 
shop program. 


School Buildings, Repairs and Equipment 


Our school buildings are being maintained in a very high 
state of repair. Our janitorial staff should be credited with 
the excellent condition of the buildings. These men spend 
long hours in keeping the buildings and grounds looking 
well. 


This past summer extensive repair work was done on the 
outside walls of the high school. A new roof was put on 
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this building — this roof has a 20-year bond so we feel 
sure there will be no major expense for sometime. A com- 
plete re-surfacing job was done on the high school track, 
and grading was done on the high school baseball outfield 
as well as the extension of the playground at Boston Ave- 
nue School. 


The painting program was continued in all schools. New 
lights were installed in two more classrooms which leaves 
only two classrooms plus the shop to complete this program. 


Four new typewriters (one an IBM Electric) and one 
electric adding machine were purchased. 


Conclusion 


The budget for next year has increased due to salary in- 
crements for the teachers, the increase in the number of 
teachers needed for this coming year, and planning for 
full time teachers in girls’ physical education and vocal 
music. 


It must be realized that cost of textbooks and supplies 
have increased from 5 to 20 per cent in some cases. With 
larger classes coming along it means a complete new set of 
books for the increase over the previous average class size 
which accounts for more money needed for textbooks. The 
new school accounts for a little over $30,000 increase in the 
budget. 


The Parent-Teacher Association continues to be a great 
help to the schools of Winslow as does the Band Parents 
Organization. These groups fill a very important need 
with monetary assistance and helping to create an under- 
standing of problems facing the parents and teachers. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation and 
thanks to the Superintending School Committee, the teach- 
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ing staff, the janitors, the bus drivers, the lunch workers, 
the Selectmen, and other residents of the town with whom 
I have worked during the past year.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


September, 1946 — Winslow High School — 285 pupils 
registered with 13 teachers. 


September, 1956 — Over 380 pupils registered with 18 
teachers. 


In this 10-year period, due primarily to the addition of 
more teachers, we have been able to add to our curriculum 
Senior Science, Trigonometry, Office Practice, Guidance, 
Remedial Reading, Future Living, Eighth Grade Science, 
and extra classes in 8th Grade Spelling and Grammar. We 
have also been able to decrease the size of the classes the 
teachers were required to face from a 35- 45 average to a 
25-35 average. 


However, with an increasing yearly enrollment facing 
us, we stand to lose all we have gained. The size of each 
class will soon rise to more than 40 and some subjects will 
have to be dropped from the course of studies. For exam- 
ple, next fall we will be faced with the problem of enrolling 
about 50 freshman boys in shop classes. This is mani- 
festly impossible due to lack of room and need for an extra 
shop teacher. Half of these boys will be denied a chance 
to take a subject that they enjoy and can profit a great 
deal from. 
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We will soon be faced with this problem in other subjects 
because we do not have the room to accommodate more 
teachers. 


I would like to use a little space in my report to discuss 
briefly the problem of low ranks that some students con- 
sistently bring home. Poor marks involve many factors. 
I can touch upon only a few here. If your daughter or son 
is getting lower rank than you would expect, there are things 
you should know and policies you could follow. 


I will use ‘‘Jimmy”’ as a name for all children of high 
school age. Jimmy enrolls for at least 4 subjects each year 
in high school. Not one can be truthfully called easy and 
practically all require study outside the classroom. 


This study or homework will usually average an hour a 
subject if conscientiously done; however, some subjects 
like math and science may require more. Since each of 
Jimmy’s classes meets 4 times a week, this means he needs 
at least 16 hours of study a week — 20 would be a better 
figure. He has about 12 hours of free study time a week 
during school hours. This means that Jimmy should study 
at home at least 8 hours a week. 


Talks with parents bring out that Jimmy many times 
when questioned by his parents states that he doesn’t need 
to bring books home, that he has plenty of time in school 
to do all his homework. The facts show this to be false. 


Jimmy has even been known to say that he can do all 
his studying in one study period. The truth is that many 
‘“‘Jimmy’s’’ waste most of their study time daydreaming or 
just plain doing nothing. Jimmy does not want to accept 
the responsibility of doing the necessary home work and 
study. If he would accept his responsibility, he would not. 
fail. 


Parents can help Jimmy in several ways: Give him daily 
responsibility around the home and see that he carries out 
these to the best of his ability, show an interest in the sub- 
jects he is taking, speak well of teachers and school in or- 
der to teach him respect, make it imperative that he bring 
books home and study them regularly, insist upon a regu- 
lar time for study without outside distraction (TV raises a 
very real problem), talk to his teachers (many times mis- 
understandings are cleared up; teachers and parents under- 
stand each other’s problems — usually resulting in better 
ranks for Jimmy). 


Teaching Jimmy to accept responsibility for passing in 
his homework on time and studying a definite amount of 
time is the most important of the foregoing, but if Jimmy 
could be given a definite goal to shoot for he might cease 
to be a problem. Parents should help him to aim for a 
definite career. This career doesn’t have to be in college. 
It could be mechanical, secretarial, agricultural, owning 
own business, etc. If parents could help Jimmy to aim for 
some goal and at the same time make him see that good 
marks are either a short cut or the only path to that goal, 
worries would be over. : 
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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


The Public Health Program was started in Winslow 
twelve years ago under the State Enabling Act, whereby 
the State paid half the nurse’s salary and the Town the 
other half. This arrangement was maintained for five 
years, and then gradually, each year for five years the 
Town assumed 10% more of the financial responsibility 
until, two years ago, it assumed the full responsibility 
for the nurse’s salary and travelling expenses. However, 
the State still contributes much to the program, in that 
it pays the two physicians who come to our monthly 
Child Health Conferences, and also provides various 
State-sponsored services for those in need who are eligible 
for such services. ‘These include Services to the Blind 
and to crippled Children, and children who need medical 
care, and there is also a Mental Health Service and a Speech 
Clinic. The Public Health Nurse often finds cases to refer 
to these special services, and then does follow-up visits 
to assist families in carrying out recommendations after 
the patient has been seen. Also the State provides trained 
supervision for the nurse, which helps in solving difficult 
problems, and assures a more efficient program. And the 
State furnishes all special forms and records used in the 
nurse’s program, and the newest and best of health liter- 
ature for distribution in the Community. In addition, 
the State loans equipment for use in Community programs, 
such as the dental equipment used in our Sodium Fluoride 
Program, and the Audiometer used in our school hearing 
tests. And, as most of you know, the State in cooperation 
with the Federal Government is providing the very costly 
polio vaccine for free inoculations of all children up to 
the age of 20. This may give some idea of how the nurse 
and the State work together, and of how the various facilities 
can be available to the ‘'Townspeople who need them. 


The following is a summary of Public Health activities 
for 1956: 
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THE POLIO PROGRAM — Since the vaccine became 
available in October, 1955, we have conducted 14 separate 
clinics either in the schools or in the nurse’s office, and a 
total of 707 children have had their 1st two inoculations. 
Recently, we offered boosters and Ist shots and 507 had 
boosters, while 515 had first shots. This makes a total 
of 1222 children whose parents have consented to their 
having the polio vaccine. We have had no report of any 
reaction to these inoculations, and we hope that more 
parents will consent in the future when we again offer 
the 1st inoculations. Dr. Edward Paine has given all these 
injections and his very fine cooperation is greatly appre- 
ciated. In addition, many willing volunteers have given 
freely of their time to help in organizing these clinics, and 
they need much organization, both before and after. Keep- 
ing accurate records is especially difficult and complex. 
It would be'so nice if all children who had 1st shots in one 
clinic were to come in for 2nd shots in the next, but it does 
not and cannot work out that way. People move, or chil- 
dren are sick, or there is some other reason. In some cases 
parents could help by noting the dates of clinics for infants 
and pre-school children, and coming in regularly. ‘These 
dates appear in the local paper. This program has taken 
precedence over all others this year, and will continue 
to do so until the great majority of the children have been 
immunized. We have a long way to go still. 


The CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCES for infants 
and pre-school children have been held monthly with two 
doctors present each time. Attendance this year has been 
very gratifying - a total of 432 visits, which may be the 
highest we have had in one year. Of these, 336 had phy- 
sical examinations, and 115 completed their immuniz- 
ations against diptheria, whooping cough and tetanus. 
There were 65 smallpox vaccinations given and more of 
these should be done before the children go to school. 
The meeting place is now at the VFW Hall on Benton 
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Avenue, where we have been meeting since October. We 
were sorry not to be able to continue at St. John’s school, 
but found that our Conference overlapped with the weekly 
catechism class, and felt we should find another place. 
We are very grateful to Fr. Grondin and the people at 
St. John’s School for their many courtesies to us, and we 
appreciate the offer of the VFW Hall, and the efforts of 
the Veterans to make us comfortable there. 


The SODIUM FLUORIDE PROGRAM — This pro- 
gram of treatments to prevent tooth decay has been carried 
on now for four years. It is offered to children in grades 1, 
4 and 7 in all schools, and a total of 247 were completed 
this last spring. In October the treatments were offered 
to pre-school children aged 3 and 4 and 63 were completed, 
the largest pre-school group we have had. We hope to 
have even more, as protection of the child’s first teeth, 
before decay has started, is probably the most important 
part of the program. ‘Treatments were given by Mrs. 
Wilmer Hussey, dental hygienist, under the supervision 
of a Waterville dentist and the Public Health nurse. Equip- 
ment was loaned by the State Dept. of Dental Health. 


The SCHOOL DENTAL CLINIC — This is limited 
to those children who could not otherwise see a dentist, 
and dental work on 35 was completed in 36 clinic hours. 
This program has been carried on for six years now, and 
the results have certainly justified the small expense in- 
volved. The same Waterville dentist has done this work 
every year, and has taken great interest in each child’s 
improvement. We know there are many more children 
who should go to this clinic, and we will include them as 
soon as possible. 


SCHOOL PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS - were offered 
in all Public Schools to children in grades 1, 4, 8 and 11 
and 262 were examined. There were 86 found with minor 


uy ed 


defects, and the majority of these were found to need 
dental attention. However, we do not feel that the pro- 
blem of dental health is as great as it used to be. More 
children seem to have better teeth, perhaps due to the 
Sodium Fluoride program which makes them more con- 
scious of their teeth and the care necessary to preservethem. 


In addition to the above programs, the nurse has made 
577 home visits, and the largest number were made to 
school children. Home visiting has had to be curtailed 
this year due to the demands of other parts of the program, 
however if anyone desires a visit the nurse would be very 
glad to go. Just telephone during office hours or leave 
a message. 


The nurse is very grateful to our Health Council members 
and to the many volunteers who have assisted in all phases 
of the program. Also, she extends thanks to the local 
Service Clubs, Hospitals, Doctors and Dentists for their 
willing cooperation.

FIRE PROTECTION 


A large percentage of fires are caused by defective wiring 
and improper fuses. If fuses constantly blow out do not 
increase the voltage of the fuse, investigate and correct 
the cause of the trouble. Oil heaters whether stove, range 
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or space heaters are responsible for a great number of fatal 
fires in dwellings. Portable heaters which in many places 
are still frequently used are a major cause of such fires. 
Everyone should take the following precautions,: 


Don’t place the heater near a doorway where the exit 
could be blocked. 


Don’t put it where it can be easily tipped over. 


Keep it away from curtains, bedding or other com- 
bustible material. 


Don’t fill heater when hot or when in use. 


Be sure there is ventilation in the room at night — 
open a window. 


Don’t let children play near the heater. 


When clothes catch fire don’t run. Throw the victim to 
the floor and roll her in a rug, blanket or a coat. Wrap 
the blanket or rug around the neck first to keep the poison- 
ous gases of combustion away from the face. If no rug or 
blanket or coat is available roll the victim over and over 
on the floor to smother the flame. 


_ When a fire alarm is telephoned in every case information 
should be given as to whether the fire is in chimney or 
not. This will enable the fire department to carry the pro- 
per fire fighting apparatus and would also aid in the speed 
with which the department could make a fire. Please 
prevent fires by being careful. Most disastrous fires can 
be traced to carelessness. 


Soda and Acid Fire Extinguishers should be re-charged 
every two years. The Fire Department is at your ser- 
vice and if you bring your Fire Extinguisher to the Fire 
Station it will be refilled free of charge.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


In order to cut down on personal injuries and property 
damage you will benefit by voting on articles pertaining 
to the Police Department. 


There should be no parking on West side of Benton Ave. 
beginning at Scott Paper Co. sign, southerly to the end 
of the street, to correct a bad situation in front of the 
V.F.W. Home. When cars are parked on both sides of 
the street in front of V.F.W. home, one way traffic becomes 
a necessity. 
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If road signs were available, a stop sign would be placed 
on Danielson Street at intersection of Benton Avenue. 
There have been many accidents at this intersection. I 
would like to place a stop sign at intersection of Clinton 
Avenue and Monument Street also. 


There should be no parking whatsoever on Clinton 
Avenue Hill, except for parking at places of business. There 
have been accidents caused by automobiles parked on this 
hill, when brakes let go or were improperly applied. ‘Those 
of you who park on Clinton Avenue Hill at places of busi- 
ness should turn wheels toward the curb. 


In winter, if you find you are about to collide with another 
vehicle, you should head your car for a snow bank, if 
possible, and then apply brakes. You will find you will 
stop much quicker that way. If you apply brakes immedia- 
lately when you think you are going to collide, you will 
find yourself in a worse predicament. Therefore, go easy 
on brake pedal. You may feel you will look silly off the 
road, stuck in a snow bank, but you will probably save 
your life and the lives of others. If that had been done 
on the Augusta Road, three lives might have been saved. 


Seven cars were stolen in Winslow last year because of 
keys left in unattended automobiles. Making it unlaw- 
ful to leave keys in an unattended vehicle would prevent 
this from happening. 


Many of these cars were stolen for joy rides by teen- 
agers; therefore, by neglecting to remove keys from your 
car you are contributing to juvenile delinquency. 


Statistics show that the number of arrests of teenagers 
in the 10 to 17 age bracket has increased twice as fast as 
the teenage population has increased. The problem of 
the behavior of today’s youth is so great that it should 
be given much careful thought and study. The situation 
has reached a point where we should not let age interfere 


with just punishment of youthful lawbreakers. It is well 
to sympathize with these youngsters, but not to the point 
to encourage them to continue, and perhaps increase wrong- 
doing which in some known cases has led to serious offenses. 
Too long has the young criminal been protected from public 
Opinion at the expense of the innocent bystander or victim 
of teenage crime, therefore by making public the names 
as well as the offenses of these juveniles we would be edu- 
cating local citizens as to the possible threats to the peace 
of their community. Local Police and citizens have a 
right to this information. 


We must, of course, be reasonably lenient toward children 
committing first offenses or minor violations. However 
society demands that each individual case be dealt with 
according to the seriousness of the offense, and not only 
according to the age of the offender. 


I greatly appreciate the cooperation of all members of 
the Police Department in their services for the year.
